Brisbane City, the team nobody thought 
could get past Hakoah in the quarter finals, 
have the Philips Cup in their keeping for the 
second year in succession.

The memorabilia date back to his schoolboy 
swimming certificates and one he received for 
coming second in an under-11 Boy Scouts’ hop- 
ping competition. 

Warren, 35, handed the scrapbooks to the Lib- 
rary’s Manuscript Librarian, Miss Catherine San- 
»tamaria. 


Miss Santamaria described the scrapbooks as a 
valuable acquisition. for the library. 


“We have the personal papers of famous explor- 
ers, statesmen, aviators, actors, poets, people 
noted In many spheres, but only a few sportsmen,” 
she said. “It's tremendous to receive the papers of 
an Australian World Cup player like Johnny War- 
ren. We hope this deposit will give other top spor- 
ting figures a lead.” 


The Warren scrapbooks are available to re- 
searchers and others in the Library's manuscript 
reading room.

Money talks any language, and 
especially in the world of soccar. 

Controversial British manager 
Tommy Docherty holds the 
opinion that every player in the 
world is available for transfer — at 
the right price. 


The success of a club can often 
be determined by the amount 
spent on promotion, facilities and 
above all, players. 

The Australian domestic scene 
has a yearly dose of transfer- 
market mayhem as_ clubs 
scramble to strengthen their play- 
ing steffs. 

in 1978, new records were es- 
tablished, and new trends devel- 
oped as PSL clubs became more 
business-like in their approach. 

In February this year, the Aus- 
tralian inter-club transfer record 
was falsed to $30,000. 

it was a massive 100% jump 
onthe old record, which was es- 
tablished seven months ‘earlier, 
but the sudden increase shouldn't 
be blamed entirely on the rate of 
inflation. : 


A $30,000 cheque waved by 
Brisbane Lions was enough to 
persuade Queensland State 
League club Grange Thistle to re- 
linquish the services of former 
Scottish international Jim Hoer- 
miston een 


Brisbane City, the club for 
which Hermiston, played during 
the 1977 season, was eager also 
to sign-the ex-Aberdeen defender, 
but Lions did the better ‘talking’ 
and swung the deal. 

The previous record was $15,- 
000, paid by Adelaide City to Ha- 
koah-Easts for Australlan  inter- 
national Agenor Muniz. 

Towards the end of this season, 
South Melbourne and Footscray 
JUST set a precedent that will no

Jar practice in seasons to come. 

The injury-stricken Footscray 
needed to bolster its playing staff, 
but at the same time didn't want 
to pay ‘big money for a replace- 
ment player so late In the season. 

The progressive South Mal- 
bourne came in with a com- 
promise — It would lend Footscray 
a player to help the club through 
its player shortage. 

After the stipulatad loan period 
had expired, the player would 
either return to South Melbourne 
or be sold to Footscray. 


Bobby McGuiness was the 
man involved but Footscray ce- 
cided not to retain him after the 
seasmn. 

Back to the original point — 
money. PSL clubs werent mean 
during 1978 and hefty transfer 
fees were being paid left, right 
and centre. 

In one instance, a player was 
bought for $5,000 but sold again 
before he'd played a game. 

That man was Graeme Norris 
who joined Hakosh for $5,000 
from Western Suburbs then was 
whisked away to West Adelaide 
for a similar fee. 

Norris had the last laugh, be- 
cause West Adelaide won the 
PSL champlonship, pipping 
Hakoah by one point!

Hermiston’s move was the 
big news on the transfer scene.

junior soccer. 


It is by Stuart G. Rob- 
bins, an Associate Professor 
at York University, and it was 
published in the Canadian 
paper, the “Sport Ontario 
News.” 

We reprint it here in full, 
and ! strongly urge everyone 
involved in junior soccer to 
read it carefully. | am sure it 
will open your eyes: 


It is vary obvious when we look 
at an eight-year-old and an adult 
that they are different. We can ob- 
serve differences in size, body 
proportions, strength, endurance 
and intellectual functioning. 

Children at one time were traa- 
ted like miniatura adults, but in 
the last century we have come to 
recognize childhood, and the indi- 
vidual differences between child- 
ren, as an acceptable phase of life. 

However, when we look at 
children in sports, it is surprising 
how we, like the Victorians, seem 
to ignore the most obvious evi- 
dence. 

Unfortunately, the trap is casy 
to fall into. Children look cute 
when they dress up. The page boy 
at a wedding looks cute dressed 
in a suit and is the centre of many 
photographs. 

In the same way, the six-year- 
old soccer player dressed in full 
equipment, hardly able to move, is 
looked at warmly by admiring re- 
latives. We have become blinded 
to the real needs of the child. 

Sport psychologist Terry Or- 
lock, after studying kids’ sports 
and games for six years, has 
pointed out so clearly that most 
Canadian kids drop out of organ- 
ised sports by the age of 15. The 
number may be as high as 80 or 
90 per cent. 

It is my contention that our first 
step in motivating children in 
sports must be to modify the 
games as played by the pros to 
meet the specific needs of those 
children. 

] will use as an example, to il- 
lustrate my point, some of the re- 
search that has been carried out 
in soccer, 

Researchers, using body size 
norm charts for various ages and 
the mature adult, concluded that 
the eight-year-old should be play- 
ing on a field 60 yards by 40 
yards, with goals six feet high and 
six yards wide, and should use a 
size 3 soccer ball. 

As Ken Aston, a world- 
famous referee and an elementary 
schoo! principal, has said, “If an 
adult can kick the ball from a 
comer kick to the centre of the 
goal, the field should be adjusted 
so that a child can do the same 
thing.” . 

When we think about it, how 
can we expect a young child to 
head a ball that is twice the size of 
his head and seems to weigh a 
ton and be travelling at 90 miles 
an hour? Only the foolhardy 
would head the ball in this situ- 
ation. 

ike McKay, a member of the 
Canadian national soccer team, 
compared the number of touches, 
ball possession time and distance 
travelled with children playing 11- 
a-side soccer on a regulation field 
and children playing 8-a-side 
soccer on a modified field, 

Those children in the modified 
situation touched the ball sign- 
ificantly more times and were in 
possession of the ball for a sign-

ificantly greater period of time 
than those playing the regular 
game 

There was no significant differ- 
ence between the groups in the 
distance travelled. If we want 
children to improve their skill, it is 
important that they touch the ball 
as many times as possible 

Rules should be meaningful to 
the child's level of understanding. 
The throw-in in soccer must be 
most bewildering to the six-year- 
old who has been told never to 
use the hands. 

Many adults do not understand 
the offside rule, and yet we insist 
on using it in six-year-olds’ 
games. 

Rules have evolvec to ensure 
fair play for adults, and make 
sense in this situation. We should 
adapt these rules for children. 

Research shows that by placing 
children in situations which are 
too complex and before they are 
ready for them, they tend to 
regress to immature patterns. In 
this way the potential devel- 
opment of the player will be limit- \ 
ed. We have al! seen the young- 
sters with tremendous -potential 
who never seem to get any better. 

It is time to redesign sports, 
redirect emphasis, redefine 
success — rewards, realign re- 
search efforts, and ! offer the fot- 
lowing guidelines for a more post- 
tive approach to motivating child- 
ren in sports. 

1) We must look at the 
needs and characteristics of 
children and modify the playing 
areas, equipment, rules and struc- 
tures of our own particular game 
or sport. 

2) There is a need to ensure 
that the objectives of the child, 
coach and parents are the same. 
So often the coach becomes in- 
volved, often without realising it, 
in producing a winner, Parents 
obtain vicarious pleasure from 
thelr child's play. They start to see 
gold medals or professional status 
for their child, and spand hours re- 
viewing the game or contest. 
Meanwhile, the child is playing for 
fun and the social interaction with 
his friends. 

It is then litthe wonder that ten- 
sions develop, since those In- 
volved have different objectives. 
In order to make sport a pleasur- 
able experience, we must attempt 
to match the objectives of adults 
with those of the children. 

3) | think we are tied up in 
the "develop a winner syndrome.” 
Coaches become obsessed with 
developing a winner or a winning 
team at a young age, rather than 
teaching the child the fund- 
amentals of the game 

Often tactics that enable a 
team to win at @ young age are 
not conducive to laarning the finer 
points of the game. 

We tend to put too much pres- 
sure on a young player or per- 
former, so that they become retl- 
cent to explore and experiment 
with new skills or tactics and 
merely resort to those skills or 
tactics that have worked before 

Great athletes have the con- 
fidence to explore, experiment 
and create and give to the game 
or sport flair and individuality. We 
are in danger of eliminating this 
essential characteristic, 

4) Fourth, and associatad with 
the previous point, is the subtle 
difference in playing to win and 
playing to defeat someone elise. 
Today, as | observe many con- 
tests and competitions, | feal we 
are playing to defeat, to humiliate 
the opposition. 

In order for sports to be mean- 
ingful, there must be some uncer- 
tainty as to the results. If one 
team is constantly baing beaten, 
the tendency is to quit. It is only 
peer prassure or fear of being 
called a fallure that keeps them 
playing. 

If a team is constantly winning, 
there is little point in competing 
‘other than to humiliate oppo- 
Nents, 

Children, when left on their 
own; tand to balance teams. 
‘Often if one team starts to win by 
a large margin they will adjust the 
teams, thus maintaining uncer- 
tainty and arousal. Adults, on the 
other hand, attempt to stack 
teams and. rectuit players in order 
to davelop a winner. 

If we want young people. to 
stay involved in sports, we must 
ensure that they compete at their 
own level of ability andtthat there 
is uncertainty as to the result. In 
this way they will constantly 
Strive to do batter, 

5) In today’s age we tend to 
try to motivate chilcren with ax- 
trinsic rewards rather than be- 
cause the activity itself is fun and 
satisfying. if you look at the 
budget of almost any minor sports 
group, you will find that the larg- 
est proportion of money Is spent 
on trophies and awards, We seem 
10 have trophies for everything. | 
know a girl who has 65 trophies 
in her basement and she quit 
soccer at 12 years of aga.

The person gets “up-tight” and 
makes further mistakes.

Obviously this is not possible or 
desirabla. but what we might do 
is try to educate parents to the 
psychological effects on a child. 
7) As we look at much of the 
psychological research on motiva- 
tion, we find that praise, in the 
long term, is morte effective than 
criticism, Negative criticism and 
punishment indeed work, but only 





for a short time. Yet, teachers and 


coaches almost inevitebly use 
negative reinforcement: “No, 
don't do it that way!” Yelling and 
scraaming becomes the norm. 

} am not saying that we should 
not correct performance, for with- 
out it improvement will not take 
place, but rather that we cen 
correct in a positive, constructive 
way. 


8) In team sports we are in 
danger of stressing one or two 
players; in fact, a team is as 
strong as its weakest link. Every- 
one must learn to do their own 
job, and maximise their strengths 
and minimise their weaknesses 
on behalf of the tearm, 

At a young age we must play 
everyone as much as possible. In 
the key gama it is often not the 
star of the team who wins the 
game, but rather one of the 
weaker players coming up with a 
big performance. 

if we pick a player, we owe it to 
that player to at least give him 
reasonable playing time. 


3) We tend to turn children 
off and limit their development by 
over-specialisation. We make 
children of six choose between 
soccer or baseball or between 
hockey or basketball. This Is the 
age when the child should be de- 
veloping all the basic skills which 
can be built on later. 

There is little evidence that 
Specialisation produces better 
adult champions. 

in track and field, how many 
athletes who held age group 
records at the age of 12 or 13 
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have competed internationally as 
adults? 

We also tend to develop spe- 
cialists in one position. 

We make a pisyer a defender or 
midfielder at the age of elght, and 
often he stays that way for life. By 
playing many positions or swim- 
ming many strokes at a young 
age, the experience of the athlete 
is enriched, and he may become a 
better performer eventually be- 
cause of it. 


10) Finally, we need to moti- 
vate children by focusing on indi- 
vidual and team improvement, to 
set individual and team short- 
term objectives, 

This is easy in individual events 
in which a score can be improved, 
or a time or distance betterad, but 
is more difficult in a team sport. 

We could set objectives such 
as: “This period we are going to 
get ten shots on goal.” “We ara 
going to try to limit the opponents 
to five shots on goal.” “Johnny, 
you are going to try to beat your 
opponent to the ball more times 
than he beats. you.” 

In this way, children will work 
to improve their performance and 
through success will become 
more motivated to work on fur- 
ther improvement.

“| hope that everything will be 
clarified at the annual meeting 
next month, We will go along with 
whatever our members decide,” 
Mr Bagatella said. 

Labbozzetta claimed that Fra- 
ser, a former Australian inter- 
national goalkeeper, in his 
Capacity as' the soccer writer for a 
local newspaper, made some 
comments about the club which 
were considered derogatory. 

“In the light of this, our com- 
mittee thanked him for his ser- 
vices about three weeks ago and 
informed him that he wouldn't be 
retained as a member of the 
coaching staff in 1979." 

Labbozzetta claimed the prob- 
lem was that the Board of Diract- 
ors was trying to assume all 
powers within Marconi. 

He claimad moves to this effect 
had been made at previous annual 
meetings, but were defeated by 
members of the club. 

“Tha Rale Rasic issue is 
only used as an excuse for 
trying to abolish the separate 
soccer body within Marconi,”’ 
he said. 

“Our committee has run soccer 
in Marconi for the past two years 
and in my opinion we have dons a 
fair job of It. 

“Yet we have had to put up 
with several instances of inter- 
farance, such as being forbidden 
to make any staternents on the 
subject of our playing staff for the 
past six weeks of the season, and 
being told we won't be able“to 
spend any money on soccer next 
year without the Board's specific 
approval,” Labbozzetta alleged. 

He claimed the club’s directors 
wanted to run soccer themselves, 
through their own appointees. 

**l am not 8 puppet and wiil 
campaign against a motion 
aimed at curtailing the inde- 
pandence of the soccer asso- 
clation within Marconi, when 
it comas up at our annual gan- 
eral meeting on Novembar 5."" 

Although unwilling to discuss 
specific details of the dispute with 
Rasic, Labbozzetta indicated that 
it goes back to the decision to use 
Socceroos Peter Sharne and 
Paul Degney in a club match 
before the international fixture 
against Greece in Sydney — in de- 
fiance of a prohibition by the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation. 

Labbozzetta described the 
Board of Directors’ decision to

“We have only discussed some 
proposals Rasic has put to us; 
contracts haven't even been dis- 
cussed,” Bagatella said. 
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The president expressed his 
distress at the club's internal 
affairs getting public airing, claim- 
Ing any problems which exist ara 
for the members to solve. 

Labbozzetta agreed with him to 
the extent that “it hurts me more 
than anything to see the club 
come to possible harm over an ar- 
gument about who should be 
coach.” 

However, he insisted that the 
sore will continue to fester If the 
existing problems are not ironed 
out 

“It doasn't matter how much 
we cover up, the smell remains,” 
he said, 

Club Marconi has nearly 5000 
members who are eligible to par- 
ticlpate in the deliberations of the 
annual general meeting on No- 
vember 5.

nine separately constituted bodies
